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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 16-19, 22, 24 and 26-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 6: It is unclear whether or not the "unique session number" (line 1 2) 
that is associated with each program transmitted from an output port is the same as the 
"unique session number" (line 4) assigned to a session. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,219,358 to Pinderetal. 

Pinder et al disclose in Figure 3 a method of allocating PID values to a program 
in a digital transport streanr\(transport stream 302), the digital transport stream including 
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at least one program including a plurality of elementary streams. Refer to Column 6, 
lines 60-62. The method comprises the steps of: 

Assigning a session number (program number in PAT 304) to a session 
(program), wherein the session is associated with a program having a plurality of 
elementary streams (shown in respective PMTs 306). Refer to Column 8, lines 7-27. 

Associating a PMT_PID value with the session number (program number in PAT 
304). "The PAT 304 identifies the PID for the packets containing the associated 
Program Map Tables (PMT) 306" (Column 8, lines 8-12). 

Assigning a set of PID values to the elementary streams of the program, wherein 
the number of PID values assigned may be less than (none) or equal to the number of 
elementary streams. "PIDs of all video, audio and data elementary streams that belong 
in the same program stream are listed in a PMT 306 with their associated PIDs" 
(Column 8, lines 13-19). Since each video, audio and data elementary stream is 
associated with a single different PID, the number of PID values is equal to the number 
of elementary streams. 

Indicating in a map (PMTs 322,333) of allocable PID values the assigned PID 
values. PMT 322 lists the PIDs of elementary streams associated with program 1 and 
PMT 333 lists the PIDs of elementary streams associated with program 3. Refer to 
Column 8, lines 13-27. 

Receiving a session message (message indicating decoding of a particular 
program is required) having a program identifier (reference to the PAT 304 and then a 
PMT 306) included therein, "...if decoding of a particular program is required, reference 
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to the PAT 304 and then a PMT 306 is all that is needed to find the PIDs of all of the 
elementary streams in the program" (Column 8, lines 45-48). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 , 2, 5, 6, 8-14 and 25 are allowed.
